Inasmuch as the Assembly of New 


York 1ms voted to adjourn on Saturday 
at three o'clock, it is well togivo the pub- 
lic tho (acts in regard to Mr. Colliding 
and the caucus.

In view of this 
fact the present attitude of Mr. Conkling 
and his friends is simply ridiculous. 
They want to bolt tho straight Repub- 
lican nominations and uso tho cry of ir- 
regularity in culling the caucus 113 a sort 
of a justification of their course. 


But tho country will not exonerate Mr. 


Conkling on such a ridiculous and iude- 
fonsiblo position as that. They Imvo 
bolted because he was not nominated, 
and it is ono of the most unjustifiable 
bolts that over a Republican, made in tho 
United States. To havo ended the mut-

The Anti-Jewish Riots in Russia. 


A Russian paper, the Nouoc Vrcrnya, 
contains the following: 


In the city of Elisavetgrad, ia tho 


province of Kherson, the Hebrew elo- 
-inent predominates in ovcrytliiug; tlio 
land trade, industry and tho city ad- 
ministration are all in tho hands of tho 
Jews. Tho means by which those get 
the better of the orthodox Russians are 
very obnoxious to the latter. Tho hate 
of tho populace toward thoir Jewish 
Oppressors 1ms boon intense, and it 
needed only a vent to become horriby 
turbulent. It is a well-known fnct that 
Russian workmen drink hcuvUy during 
taster week, nnd.when drank and idle, 
they cannot control 
their feelings. 
Having in view tho great anti-Jewish 
riot in Odessa in 1870, which hap- 
pened 
on 
the Easter days, 
tho 


authorities of Elisavetgrad invited some 
military companies to co-operate with 
the police in preserving order. During 
the first three days of Eastor week 
there was no disturbance. 
Detach- 


ments of hussars rodo about throufh 
all the streets. Though it was not" a 
holiday of the Jews, large groups of 
thorn wore scon everywhere in tho city. 
They jeered and mocked every ortho- 
dox passer-by. 


On the first day of tho riot, April 8, a 
general fight took place in the Jewish 
market. Soon all the Jewish shops 
and stores of every description were 
broken into and tho goods destroyed. 
In a synagogue near by a Inrge number 
of Jews offered a desperate resistance. 
They lired several shots out of the win- 
dows, and tho enraged flussians took the 
synagogue by storm. " We have taken 
Picvna!" they shouted. 
Many persons 


were stabbed, 
shot, 
or otherwise 


wounded on both sides. Several were 
«ent to tho hospital in a dying state. 
Iho disturbance spread all over the 
city. The mob of Russian mechanics 
began to break tho windows and doors 
of the Jewish houses and to destroy 
everything found within. 
Pianos, mir- 


rors, bureaus, bedsteads, tables and 
chairs, furniture of every kind, they 
threw out into ttio street. 
Fine ear- 


pots, rich furs, dresses and blankets 
were torn in small pieces. Tho deep 
mud of tho streets was hidden in a 
moment, under tho large heaps of 
good* broken, torn and demolished. 
Tho feather beddings were emptied; the 
down from the pillows flow about in 
tho air, suggesting, a snow storm, linr- 
rels ot vodka and bottles of wine were 
broken in and drunken or poured out 
into 
the 
street. 
An indescribable 


tumult raged. A hearty cheer was 
heard whenever some new bills of ex- 
change were 
discovered and torn. 


While men were destroying the things 
belonging to the Jews, tho poor women 


. appeared on the scene, and stealing be- 
gan on a large scale. One . conlil see 
continuous lugging off of sugar, candles, 
dry goods, shoos, furniture, candies, 
cloths and so on. In the ready-made 
clothing stores many a man could be 
seen changing his old and worn-out ap- 
parel for new; some men put on two or 
three suits, one over the other. Tho 
large, dirty market place was literally 
covered with rich carpets, velvet, silk 
and other stuffs, and such of tho mate- 
rial as could not bo torn up was pro- 
fusely covered with tar. 
Samovars 


were thrown everywhere, like balls. 
Paper money was cither torn up or 
pocketed. Large groups of persons, 
partly 
irritated 
and partly 
good 


humored, moved from one house to 
another, destroying property. 
Tho 


houses of tho orthodox, being marked 
either with crosses or holy images 
placed in tho windows, were left un- 
touched. Undoubtedly many a Jewish 
house escaped destruction by 
beini* 


marked with a cross. The populace *tc" 
wred only to destroy the property of the 
Jews, not to injure tho Jews them- 
selves. Many Christian houses were 
liHed with Jews, and tho mob. thouo-h 
aware of the fact, left them unnoticed. 
Many Russians conducted littlo Jewish 
children to safe places. In one house 
the crowd noticed a picture of the late 
Czar. 
"Stop, brothers." somebody 


•houted; "let us tako that picture 
away, and then 
" Tho picture was 


carried away, and the next moment the 
beautiful house was a ruin. In another 
house tho crowd noticed an ennravin<- 
bX 
Max. 
representing Our Baylor? 


'•Take that carefully away. 
Now for 


the holy faith and for tho Czar. Do- 
atroy the property of tho impfMis usur- 
? • ... ,Each °' these commands was 
faithfully obeyed. The mob was about 
entering the house of a rich Jew when 
the dvornik of tho house, a Christian 
Mine out and said: "Brothers, this old 
man, though a Jew, la an honest man, 
and it would be a great sin to hurt 
Mm. 
Tho mob passed on. Then a 


large whisky shop was broken into. 
"btop. orthodox!'^ saidanofficial; "the 
excise duty is not yet paid on that vod- 


,»• .!' 
Statc Treasury must not 
sullcr, 
somebody replied, and tho shoo 
w»s not touched. 


Two days this unseemly crusade last- 


ed—worthy of tho middle ages. 
The 


regiment of hussars proved powerless 
to check it. All the otliccrs could ac- 
complish was to preserve the main 
street, whore arc found the largest 
stores and the best houses. The Kiis- 
MM did not resort to their arms, fear- 
ing to bring about dreadful bloodshed 
On the third day of the riot a regiment 
°* mfantry arrived. The loud noisoof 
the drums at onco brought the rioters 
to their senses, and soon they fled in 
all directions. Over four hundred men 
»nd women have been arrested; tho 
majority of them were caught in the 
act of stealing. It is reported that of 
the wounded live have already died. 
The number of wounded Jews is not 
yetteeertaincd; it is supposed to not 
exceed thirty. Tho number of houses 
robbed and demolished is about four 
hundred, and tho loss of property ia 
estimated at from 350,000 to 500,000 
rubles.

Home Soiuothln?. 


Nearly every farmer poos to tho near- 


est village to trade, visit a mechanic, or 
obtain his letters and papers, nt least 
once a week. Ho often takes a load to 
market, but ho rarely brings one home. 
He can, with very little trouble, haul 
a load of material that may be obtained 
for nothing, nnd which will be of groat 
benefit to his land. Most village people 
make uo use of tho ashos produced in 
their stoves, or of tho bones taken from 
the meat thoy consume. Scarcely any 
brewer has any use for the hops that 
have boon boiled in hig vata. and tho 
blacksmith hardly ever saves tho clip- 
pings he takes from tho feet of horses. 
All these materials make excellent ma- 
nure. A barrel of shavings cut from 
the hoofs of horses contains more'am- 
monia than is contained in a load of 
stable manure. Applied to land without 
preparation, thoy might give no Im- 
mediate results, but thoy would become 
decomposed in time, and crops of nil 
kinds would derive benefit from them. 
Thoy may bo so treated that thoy would 
produce Immediate results. By cover- 
ing them with fresh horso manure they 
will decompose very rapidly. Thoy may 
also bo leached in a barrel and the water 
that covered them drawn off and ap- 
plied to plants. Water in which pieces 
ol horns and hoofs have been soared is 
an excellent manure for plants that re-
